In the demonstration 
on 
Bread 
Making, Miss McNeil said ihat there 
are just three principal ingredients 
in bread, flour, yeast and liquid, the 
other 
ingredients usually used 
are 
sugar, shortening and salt. 


“ The flour used may be the winter 
wheat flour 
or the 
spring 
wheat 
flour," she said. “Either may be used 
with success in bread making. When­ 
ever possible the home flour should 
be used. 
“The yeast is a plant, so it 
re­ 
quires careful 
attention. 
It 
must 
have food, moisture, and warmth to 
make the best growth. 
The 
plant 
should be kept at a temperature of 
72 to 75 F. to secure the best re­ 
sults. 
If by chance the sponge or 
dough gets, too cold the yeast plants 
become dormant, or in other words 
go to sleep, but they will revive if the 
temperature is increased 
to normal 
again, but if the sponge gets too hot 
the plants are killed. 
“When the 
bread 
is thoroughly 
done the bread should be cooled by 
placing the loaf in a bread rack or 
against the edge of the pun in such 
a way that 
no 
side 
of the loaf 
touches any surface, thus allowing a 
free circulation of air.” 
Miss 
McNeil 
demonstrated 
the 
making of the loaf of bread and sev­ 
eral of the fancy bread. 
She also 
explained the use of the score card 
for bread. 
Planning Meals 


“ The problem of planning meals is 
one which confronts the housewife 
three times a day and three hundred 
and sixty-five days in the year,” said 
Miss McNeil at the afternoon ses­ 
sion. 
“We are striving more 
and 
more to have the balanced meal for 
the family the same as we have had 
it for the stock on the farm. 
Each 
family has to work out its own pro­ 
blem because we have so many things 
affecting the kind of food needed. If 
we have a familv who 
are out of 
doors all the 
time 
we will 
need 
heavier food than if the family were 
in the house most of the time. 
The 
occupation, the age. 
the 
>tate 
of 
health, all affect the diet. 
We have 


five classes of foods to select from 
in the planning of our meals. 
The 
protein, which 
is found in 
meat, 
eggs, cheese, legumes, 
nuts, 
milk, 
etc; carbohydrates, found in starchy 
foods, potatoes, rice, corn, macaroni, 
tapioca, sugar, cane and beet »ugars 
dried and fresh fruits; fats found in 
bacon, butter, cream, olive oil, etc; 
mineral matter, found in green vege­ 
tables and fresh and 
dried 
fruits; 
water. 


“In having a balanced meal we do 
not mean that 
it 
is necessary 
to 
have an elaborate meal at ail. 
Milk 
bread and prunes will give us a bal­ 
anced meal. 
There are five things 
which usually constitute a meal and 
we may carry <out our balanced meal 
if we me this rule. 


Have one meat or a meat substi­ 
tute dish, one starch dish (vegetable 
as potatoes), 
one 
succulent 
dish 
(vegetable as tomatoes), one >alad 
and one dessert. 


*‘The keynote to a well balanced 
meal is simplicity. We want just a 
few well selected 
foods and then 
have a quantity of them to satisfy 
the lamily. Do not apologize for the 
toods served. 
The apology will not 
mend matters any and will only em- 
ihasize the point that there has been 
a mistake and the 
unexpected 
has 
happened. 
To 
have 
a 
successful 
meal we should have a few foods 
carelully, selected, 
well 
prepared, 
neatly served and then we have true 
hospitality.” 
Care of Milk 


“( ’are of Milk and 
Other Dairy 
Products in the Home,” was the sub­ 
ject of W. O. Mills, speaking to the 
women’s section this 
morning. 
He 
>poke in part: 


“ There is no food as wholesome 
and useful as good clean milk and no 
food as objectionable as dirty, filthy 
milk. 
The value of good niilk as a 
food, and the great care it should 
receive as it is handled from cow to 
consumer are not sufficiently under­ 
stood. 
Dr. Favill of Chicago says. 
“ The less meat children get the bet­ 
ter off they will he, milk is the only 
protein food that contains all of the 
elements 
needed 
for growth.” 
A 
quart of milk contains as many food 
nutrients 
as 
three quarters of 
a 
pound of beef steak, the milk cost­ 
ing eight 
cents 
the 
steak 
fifteen 
cents. 
“ Milk tnu4 not only be produced 
in a clean way, it must be kept clean, 
cooled quickly, and kept cool and 
covered until used. It .should be de- 
liyered in bottles, taken in at once 
and placed in coolest place 
avail­ 
able. 
When milk 
becomes 
warm­ 
er than 60 
degrees 
F. the 
germs 
normally in it, multiply at a tremen­ 
dous rate. 
After milk or cream is 
poured out for use it should not be 
put back into the bottle. 
The bottle 
should be cleaned as soon as emptied 
first using cold water then hot water. 
Allow bottles 
to drain dry. 
When 
milk i> permitted to dry in an un­ 
washed bottle, it is extremely difficult 
to get the bottle clean. The unwash­ 
ed bottle makes an ideal place for 
the lodgement 
of disease 
germs. 
Then, of course, milk next put in the 
bottle is contaminated 
and 
so on. 
Further some other rrabie- may have 
disease germ- carried to them. The 
housewife as well a.- the milk man 
has 
a large 
rcsj»onsibiIity in 
the 
proper care 
of milk 
used in 
the 
home. 
‘ The milk man cannot of himself 
furnish the babies with clean whole­ 


some milk, the housewife must co­ 
operate.” 
The School Lunch Box 
M iss McNeil in her demonstration 
on the Sehool 
Box 
Lunch 
said: 
“ Since the school lunch supplies one 
third of the food for so many of the 
children it is a problem worthy of 
our most 
serious 
consideration. 
From experiments it has been proven 
that it is well nourished children who 
rank highest in the educational work 
so it behooves us to give the children 
good substantial food so that 
the 
money spent in the school will not 
be wasted on undernourished child­ 
ren. 
Too many times the lunch 
is 
fixed with no forethought at all, if 
there is a piece of bread, a slice 
% 
of fat pork, and a piece of pie. They 
are hurriedly thrown into a box or 
ba.-ket for the child’s noon lunch. 
The plain nutritious and mild flavor­ 
ed foods are the most satisfactory 
for the lunch. 
The 
foods 
should 
contain protein, carbohydrate, and 
fats the same u- the meal served ai; 
lome. 
The sandwiches play an im­ 
portant part for they afford a great 
variety in the fillings. 
Meat, eggs 
cheese, dates, lettuce, etc., may 
be 
used satisfactorily as fillings. 
The 
iread for the sandwiches should be 
cut even and thin; the slice- shoulc 
be buttered to keep the mixture from 
soaking into the bread. 
The suceul 
ent food may be found in the lunch 
in the form of fruit, celery and let­ 
tuce, 
etc., 
For 
the 
desserts 
the 
simple puddings, 
custards, 
cakes, 
pie, nuts or raisins may be used. 
The packing of the lunch is another 
important factor. 
The cold lunch is 
not as palatable as the good hot one 
served at home so one should ar 
range the box attractively to tempt 
the appetite. 
Each article of food 
should be wrapped in oiled paper 
to prevent the flavors 
of one food 
permeating through the entire lunch.” 
Miss McNeil demonstrated sever­ 
al, dishes suitable for the school box 
lufich. 
Animal Husbandry 
The sectional work in live stock 
judging started this morning with a 
study of lard hogs and beef cattle. 
Purdue ‘has bought representatives 
of the leading breeds of lard hogs 
and a study 
of the breed type and 
aX»o a study of the proper inform­ 
ation, quality and condition of the 
young gilt was studied, * under 
the 
guidance of J. W. Sehwab. The dem­ 
onstrator showed the strong points 
to be looked for in the selection of 
breeding stock. 
This judging work 
supplemented yesterday’s lecture on 
“ Successful Hog Raising.” 
The work in beef cattle consisted 
of a study of the prime, fat steer, 
the class being 
shown 
in 
proper 
condition and qaulity required 
in hn ideal fat steer. 
The points to 
be observed in the selection of feeder 
steers were 
demonstrated 
on 
two 
ieeder steers 
which 
were 
brought 
from Purdue. One steer shows points 
of excellence 
of a choice 
feeder 
stebi, while the other illustrated the 
inferior points 
of the 
medium or 
common feeder. 
A choice fat ^Teer, 
the best show steer fed at Purdue 
this year, was used to represent the 
points of excellence of a prime steer 
which tops the market. 


Corn Judging 
“ It is of great importance to oe 
able to pick out for use as seed or 
for show purposes, ears of corn that 
are really good. 
It is important to 
have corn from which such ears can 
be picked,” said the instructor in his 
corn judging cla ss. 
**One factor 
in producing 
big 
crops of good corn or of any field 
crop, in fact, is good seed, though 
this is not the only factor of impor­ 
tance. 
No man can pick good corn 
for any purpose, 
unless he knows 
what constitutes a good 
ear or a 
good sample. 
The principle object 
of the corn scoring class is to es­ 
tablish in each student’s mind 
as 
clearly as possible, a picture of the 
ideal ear, so that in the selection of 
seed corn for use on the farm, and 
in attempts to improve the corn gen­ 
erally on our farm s, we may have a 
definite standard toward which 
to 
work.” 
In the 
corn 
judging class, 
the 
score card adopted by the Indiana 
Corn Growers* Association is used. 
A couple of hours practice in corn 
coring * 
and 
in working over the 
corn score card is not expected to 
make an expert corn judge o f any 
one. but it is a start and will surely 
telp the farmer to know better what 
sort of an ear to pick and use 
for

These five different sectional meet- 
ings were for men. In the meantime 
Miss McNeil was conducting demon- 
strations and giving lectures for wo- 
men in the court house assembly 
room.

' lecture tonight at 7:30 o'clock at the 


Crniham Annex auditorium will at- 
tract a larger crowd than did the 
meeting last night.because it will be 
upon a \opic, "Beautifying flie Home 
Grpunds,'!_thatis:of interest not only 
to farmers but to people living -in 
cities and towns as well. 


Although the crowd last night was 


not so very large, it was composed 
of people wlio were thoroughly in- 
terested in the topics discussed. Dr. 
L. C. Kigin, formerly of this city, 
gave the first lecture on "Hog Chol- 
era and Methods of Control." 
It 


•was well illustrated and held the at- 
tention of the audience. His lecture 
was preceded by a short musical 
program. 
The otlher topic- on 
the 


program was "Poultry for Pleasure 
and Profit," by L. L. Jones. 


Better Corn 


The second- day 
of the 
Short 


Course opened with a lecture on 
"More and Better Corn to the Acre" 
by J. C. Beavers, of Purdue. The 
speaker clearly outlined the methods 
by which the yield of Indiana's most 
important farm crop may be in- 
creased twenty five per cent 
and 


continued as follows: 
; 
"Although Indiana stands among 


' the foremost states in average pro- 


duction of corn to the acre, only a 
small percent of the farmers are 
making a reasonable profit on the 
corn crop. The average 
yield of 


corn has been about 37 bushels per 
acre for the last ten years, and the 
/average farm price has been approx- 
imately 45 cents per bushel, which 
/makes an acre worth $16.75. Be- 
' fore any profit can be claimed, the 


cost of labor, ' interest on invest- 
ment, fertilizer, taxes, seed and de- 
preciation o'n 'work, stock and farm 
machinery must be deducted. If a 
strict account of these costs were 
-kept, many would find that they are 


. not making much profit from an acre 


of corn, and in some cases none at 
all. 
. '"Some essentials in corn produc- 
tion are seed selection and germin- 
ation, rotation of crops and fertili- 
zation by means of conserving crop

teresting side of her subject, instead 
of .the educational side and burden- 
ing one with dull cold facts and 
dates, your interest never lags and 
)y her "vivid pictures, you. are re- 
membering the significant facts and 
important points in spite of yourself. 


With a short history of Greece 


ler last eighty years of noble his- 
;ory, an atmosphere was created for 
the trip that was 'to follow. "I like 
to have people like my little country 
for things she has done. The Greek 
anguage is not dead; when I talk 
to the boot-black, the candy dealer, 
and the florist in their native tongue, 
I wish I were not quite so dead my- 
;elf. 
They are not dead racially; 


ingnistieally or politically. If, dur- 
ing the middle ages, they seemed to be 
dead, it was only because the spot- 
light of the historian was on another 
ibuntry," said Mrs. Brown in defense 
of the country she loves. 


Starting on the little steamer from 


Venice, the. city of neever-ending 
charm, we are introduced to a num- 
ber of fellow passengers, most in- 
teresting among them, the Greek 
traveler, and we find they are' curi- 
ous, interested, and eager to learn. 
One of their most frequent phrases is 
"Tikainon," "what do you know that 
is new?"

The men are great smokers, not of 
cigars, or a pipe, but always cigar- 
jttes, and the women indulge in cig- 
arettes as frequently as the men.

Brown made a 
beautiful 


and vivid picture 
of her 
ar- 


rival in Athens, 
and upon see- 


ing the Parthenon against the sunset 
sky, one feels as a traveler who has 
reached Mecca. Athens, a city about 
the size of Indianapolis, has an air 
of spaciousness and freedom, and 
welcome to the stranger. 


"The city is an interesting .com- 


bination" said Mrs. Brown," of ba- 
zaars containing beautiful embroid- 
ery, filmy draperies and 
beautiful 


dainties which represent the oriental 
Athens. The gleaming marbles and 
ancient relics stand for the ancient 
world, and the present day is very 
apparent with the politicians, the 
hustle and bustle, and imitations of 
the west." 


Although little grass, flowers and 


picturesque trees grow in profusion 
among them, the oleander, .the,-al- 
mond, palms, pepper a»d acacia. The 
seupture architecture, and statues 
are all painted, not "cold stiff -white 
things as we often imagine them." 
Athens is a city of colors, with the 
gayly painted houses, the beautifully 
colored costumes and the quantities 
of flowers, "which seem so lovely and 
expensive, when they are not at all." 
"With a description of the Parthe- 
non, the white stone which has turn- 
ed to a golden yellow, -and the stately 
columns standing against the sky," 
Mrs. Brown said "I" don't care how 
high it is, I only know by it's beauty 
and glory, you know what love and 
spirit and God means. Gazing there, 
we had an impression of eternity and 
a fuller meaning of Life." 


The living in Athens is cheap and 


generous, the food is delightful and 
as long as the weather permits, all 
meals are eaten out-of-doors. Mrs. 
Brown painted beautiful pictures of 
the native costumes, the "fnstanel- 
la," where the men wear red shoes, 
leggins, wool jackets, and a short 
white plaited skirt that fluffs out like 
a ballet girls' skirt when they walk. 
The "brachi" is composed of panta- 
loons, yellow boots, blue jacket and 
red. cap. In the broad silk sash, the 
men carry a long 'knife, "but don't 
be alarmed," says Mrs. Brown; "they 
are not gong to kill you, merely cut 
their pie." • Knives and forks are 
not'furnished at the tables, so they 
have to carry them.

residues, farm manures, and by the 
use of commercial fertilizers. 
Every 


ear of this should foe tested in the 
gerniinator in early spring. 


"By carefully saving farm man- 


ures and applying them to the soil, 
any by utilizing corn stalks and oat 
straw as manures when they are not 
used for livestock, the supply of or- 
ganic matter and plant food in the 
soil may be greatly increased. 
Strict 


adherence to these important factors 
will increase the water holding cap- 
acity of .the soil and greatly improve 
its physical condition. This condi- 
tion of the soil will do much toward 
increasing the yield of corn as will' 
also the use of fertilizers. 


"In 
concluding his remarks, 
the 


speaker said, "Do not waste 
your 


good money buying nitrogen for 
the 


corn crop. Get your nitrogen 
by 


growing clover, soy beans and coisr- 
seas in the rotation. Spend your 
money for phosphoric acid and pot- 
ash."

In the demonstration 
on Bread 


Making, Miss McNeil said that there 
are just' three principal ingredients 
.n bread, flour, yeast and liquid, the 
other ingredients usually used are 
sugar, shortening and salt. 


"The flour used may be the \vinter 


wheat flour or the 
spring wheat 


lour," she said. "Either may Jbe vised 
with success in bread making. When- 
ever possible the home flour should 
>e used. 


"The yeast is a plant, so it re- 


quires careful attention. It 
must 


lave food, moisture, and warmth to; 
make the 'best'1 growth. The plant 
should be kept at a temperature of 
'2 to 75 F. to secure the best re- 
sults. If by chance the sponge or' 
dough gets, too cold the yeast plants' 
)ecome dormant, or in other words 
;o to sleep, but they will revive if the 
;emperature is increased to normal 
again, ibut if the sponge gets too hot 
he plants are killed. 


"When the bread 
is thoroughly 


done the bread should be cooled by 
Jacing the loaf in a bread rack or' 
against the edge of the pan in such 
a way that no side 
of the loaf 


ouches any ^surface, thus allowing a 
!ree circulation of air." 


Miss McNeil demonstrated

The 


protein, which 
is found in 
meat 


eggs, cheese, legumes, nuts, milk 
etc; carbohydrates, found in starchy 
foods, potatoes, rice, corn, macaroni 
tapioca, sugar, cane and beet, sugars 
dried and fresh fruits; fats found ii 
bacon, butter, cream, olive oil, etc 
mineral matter, found in green vege- 
tables and fresh and dried/ fruits; 
water. 


"In having a balanced meal we do 


not mean that it is^neeessary to 
have an elaborate meal at all. Milk 
bread and prunes will give us a 'bal- 
anced meal. 
There are five things 


which usually constitute a meal and 
we may carry out our balanced meal 
if we use this rule. 


Have one meat or a meat substi- 


tute dish, one starch dish (vegetable 
as potatoes), 
one succulent dish 


(vegetable jis tomatoes), one salad 
and one dessert. 


"The •keynote to a well balanced 


meal is simplicity. We want just a 
few well.^selected 
foods and then 


have' a quantity of them to satisfy 
the family. Do not apologize for-the 
foods served. The apology will not 
mend matters any and will only em- 
phasize the point that there has been 
a mistake and the unexpected has 
happened. To have a successful 
ineal we should have a few foods 
carefully, selected, wellu prepared, 
neatly served and then we have true 
hospitality." 


Care of Milk 


"Care of Milk and 
Other Daily 


Products in the Home," was the sub- 
ject of W. 0. Mills, speaking to the 
women's section this morning. He 
spoke in part: 


"There is no food as wholesome 


and useful as good clean milk and no 
food as objectionable as dirty, filthy 
milk. The value of good milk as a. 
food, and the great care it should 
receive as it is handle^ from cow to 
consumer are not sufficiently under- 
stood. Dr. Favill of Chicago says. 
"The less meat children get the bet- 
ter off they will be, milk is the only 
protein food that contains all of the 
elements needed for growth." 
A; 


quart of milk contains as many food 
nutrients 
as three quarters of a 


pound of beef steak, the milk cost- 
ing eight cents the steak fifteen; 
cents. 


"Milk must not only be produced 


in a clean way, it'must be kept clean, 
cooled quickly, and kept cool and 
covered until used. It should be de- 
liyered in bottles, taken in at once 
and placed in coolest place 
avail-- 


settle. When milt becomes warm- 
er than 60 degrees F. the germs 
normally'in it, multiply at a tremen- 
dous rate. After milk or cream is 
poured out for use it should not be 
put back into the bottle. The bottle 
s,hould be cleaned as soon as-emptied 
.first using cold: Abater: then hot water. 
Allow bottles to drain dry. When 
juilk is permitted to dry in an un- 
wgshed bottle,- it is extremely difficult 
to get the bottle clean." The unwash-; 
e'd bottle makes an ideal place for 
the lodgement 
of disrase 
germs, i 


Then, of course, milk n<ixt put in the 
bottle is contaminated and so on. 
jFurther some other babies may have 
disease germs caijied to them. The 
housewife as well as ibe milk man 
has a large responsibility ip tlie: 
proper care of-a'in|bcJiussd^iS f£e| 
home.

The School Lunch Box 


Miss McNeil in her demonstration 


on the School 
Box Lunch' said 


"Since the school lunch supplies on 
tfiird of the food for so many'of th< 
children it is a problem worthy o 
our most 
serious 
consideration 


From experiments it has been proven 
that it is well nourished children whi 
rank highest in the educational worl 
so-it behooves us to give the children 
good substantial food so that 
money' spent in the school will 'no 
be wasted on undernourished child 
ren. Too many times the lunch is 
fixed with no forethought at all, 
•there is a piece of bread, a slice 
of fat pork, and a piece of pie. They 
are hurriedly thrown into a box or 
basket for the child's noon lunch 
The plain nutritious and mild flavor- 
ed foods/are the most satisfactory 
for the lunch. The foods 
shoulc 


contain protein, carbohydrate, am 
fats the same as the meal served a 
home. The sandwiches play an im- 
portant part for they afford a greai 
variety in the fillings. Meat, eggs 
cheese, dates, lettuce, etc., may .be 
used satisfactorily as'fillings. 
The 


bread for the sandwiches should be 
cut even and thin; the slices shoulc 
be buttered to keep the mixture from 
soaking into the ibread. The succul- 
ent food may be found in the lunch 
in the form of fruit, celery and let- 
tuce, etc., For the desserts the 
simple paddings, 
custards, 
cakes 


p;ie, nuts or raisins may be used. 
The packing of the lunch .is another 
mportant factor. The cold lunch is 
not as palatable as the' good hot one 
served at home so one s'hould ar- 
range the box attractively to tempt 
;he appetite. 
Each article of food 


should be wrapped" in oiled paper 
;o,,prevent the flavors of one food 
jerme'ating through the entire lunch."

Silo as a Factor 


In the lecture on silos and silage, 


this afternoon, J. W. Schwab quoted 
facts and figures based upon exper- 
imental work at Purdue- and other 


upon the 
stockmen, 


showing the economy of silage in 
nearly all lines of live stock feeding. 
Silage aids and maintains the health 
of the animal, 
he said, produces 


rapid gains at a cheap cost when fed 
in connection with corn, clover, al- 
falfa, etc., for fattening cattle and 
sheep, and is invaluable in main- 
taining the (breeding herd or flock. -'• 


The advantages of silos and the 


essentials of a good silo were fully 
discussed and-the lecture was con- 
cluded by a consideration of some 
of the important, essentials in mak- 
ing silage. 
Silage should be made 


from 
corn that is fairly matured. 


The corn should be cut into lengths 
of from a quarter to a half inch, 
The shorter the length and finer the 
silage, the closer the silage will paek, 
the greater the amount of silage that 
can 'be put into the silo and the less 
waste there is in feeding. 
Care 


should <be taken to pack the silo well 
as the solo is being filled, especial 
attention beging given to ' packing 
about the walls, was his parting ad- 
vice. 


Illustrated Lecture. 


"She may look like a 
good-for- 


nothing, no-account old White Leg- 
horn hen, but the trap nest proved 
her a heavy layer, not only in 'her 
first, but in her second year. 
Her 


progeny have inherited this heavy 
•laying power. In one year's time 100 
of her great-grand-daughters'on free 
range at Purdue gave a net profit of 
over 48 per cent, on a $220 invest- 
ment.
